Herry Bromely to the Tower, where Wentworth dyed, only 


for delivering aPetition to theLord Keeper,defiring the Lords 
to become Suppliants with them of the Lower Houſe, unto 
Her Maj2/ty for Entailing the Succeſſion of the Crown, for 
which purpoſe there was a Bill ready drawn, and Privi- 
ledge of Parliament did not then ſo much as once < wor 
murmur againſt Prerogative.; whereas, when Xing Charles 


the Firſt, upon an Impeachment of High: Treaſon, came in 


perſon, and demanded Five Members ofthe Commons Houſe; 
the whole Nation was put into as great a flame, and com- 
buſtion, with the Intrenching of Prerogerive upon Privi- 
kage, as if the Kjng had come with Favxes dark Lanthorn, 
to give Fire toa Mine which ſhould have blown up that and 
all future Parliaments. | 

But though the Encmics of the Moxarchy endeavoured 
to tefſen the Power of the Crown ja this particular of Prero- 
gative,yet thiswas nothing ſo dangerous as the withdrawing 
neceſlary Supplies of money ; For Treaſure tsthe very :

| ' And the prattice hath held an exat& conformity to the 
Principle upon which it is grounded ; for not one' ſingle 
Farthing hath been granted to the Crown, fince this FitF;- 
o0n'of Shaftsbirry-Commonweatths-nen have had'-any mariner 
of power to hinder it. By-all which it doth'moſt evident- 
ly appear, that the ſabverting of the Government which 
was intended, was to have been effeted, by bringing the 
Crown into the utmoſt neceſſity and diftrels, that the Kirg 
might not have a penny —_ himſelf withall, and con- 
ſequently be forced into thoſe compliances, deftrudtive to 
the very Efſence of the Monarchy. 

But now, mn regard it muſt appear, even to the moſt in- 
different -y/ tune rk moſt undntiful, unnatural and un- 
reaſonable for the Repreſentatives of the People, to treat the 
Father of their Country, their natural lege Lord and So- 
veraign at this unkind rate ; therefore the ſecond Engine 
of diſtracting the People, and alienating their Hearts and 
Aﬀe@ions from the K7zg, is next to come in play, and to 
be advanced as the Reaſon of the former. It would appear 
barbarous, and lay the Deſign too open and bare faced, 
. to deny ſupplies neceſflary for the ſupport of the Govern- 
ment, and to be able to give no Reaſon for it; and be- 
caule it is impoſſible there ſhould be any true Reaſon aſ- 
ſigned, therefore that defet is to be ſupplied by ſach Art- 
ficial Reaſons, as may recompence what they want of truth, 
by their being plauſible, fair and popular. For this is moft 
certain, that there are ſome things which the Populace will 
always believe to be true, though they are never fo falſe. 
And there are ſome things which the Popular Ringleaders 
of Fa3:01, know to be moſt falſe, yet becauſe they my 
to be credited by the Jealous Multitude, they induſtriouſly 
endeavour to impoſe themuponthem as thegreateſt Truths. 
As for Example, the People are always eafily perſuaded that 


' they labonr adder real Grievances, though they be never 


ſo imaginary; and then again they are apt as readily - be- 
eve, 
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heve, that:theſe pretended Popular Patriots, will, as they 
conſtantly . pretend, really redreG thoſe Imaginary Grie- 
vances. The FaZior conſtantly. accuſe the Government of 
Miſcarriages in. the ement of, publick affairs; and. 
though nothing be more falſe, yet the People will believe 
the accuſation. . A more pregnant Inſtance of which can- 
not be given then in the Caſe of Ship-mory, This was. re- 
preſented as the moſt intolerable Grievance and illegal Im- 
poſition upon the People, though all. the Jxdges, except 
two, gave their Opinions for the legality of it. But ſo was 
the matter managed and improved by the popular Men of 
the FaFioz, that the whole Nation ſeemed to groan under 
the burthen as a moſt inſupportable Grievance 3, the great 
Sticklers Py, Hambden, Strode, &c. ingratiate themlelves, 
by oppoſing it, -and inflame the People ago the King 
and Government for impoſing it. The K7g upon their 
Remonſtrating -and Importumities, takes it quite away. by 
A& of Parliament. But what was. the event 2 Did theſe 
Patriots eaſe the People ever a whit the more? No. (ach 
matter 3 their.Deſign was to lefſen the Crown not to Eaſe, 
the People. For did they not invite the Rebellious Scots 
to invade the Nation, which coſt the People above a Mul- 
Ifon of Mony ?: And after they had accompliſhed their own 
delign in cutting of ſich a limb of Prerogative, and by 
other ways ſo weakned the King, as that they durſt ven- 
ture to grapple with him in Rebellion in the open field, 
they thought no longer of Redrefſing the Grievances, or 
caling the People of illegal Impoſitions 3 but. on the con- 
trary, laid ſuch tolerable Impoſitions and Arbitrary Taxes 
upon the People, as had not the leaſt colour of legality to 
countenance and ſupport them 3 inſomuch that for 300000 l. 
per annum, Which was the utmoſt that ever the Ship-mony 
was computed to amount to, they leyied by Taxes, Exciſe, 
Publick Faith, Contributions, Sequeſtrations, Free quarter 


and plunder, a large ſum, above ſo many Mtlhions in the

dedto beheve, bur that their Arbrtrary Tyravts | and Tegal 
oy their great Friends; and'thetr lawful Kirg, 
and his Mmifters their greateſt Enemies 3 and! thongh' the 
Fa#ion exerciſed attually that Arbitrary Power, which they 
only accuſed the King with deſigning, yet the beſotted 
People would ſtill believe them innocent and faſpe& the 
King to be guilty.

the Murders,  Rapines, Oppreſlions, -Sequeſtrations ,. De- 
cimations, Imprifonments, and what ever can be thought 
of, that was Cruel, illegal, Unjuſt,. or Arbitrary, which 
were exerciſed promiſcuouſly over their Friends and Ene-

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mies, 'by thoſe Perſons to whom the Gracious 2# of Ob). 


viou was granted at his Majeſty's happy Reſtauration. And 
who were theſe frbitrary Zyrants, butthoſe who complain- 


ed of the danger of that Bugbear from the. Monarchy, who 


fought with the Xizg to ſecure the Engito Liberties, as the 

pretended ; and who ſo often promiſed the People to eaſe 
them of their Grievances, and defend their Liberties and 
Properties? but the Liberty ended in the moſt abfolute Sla- 
very : Nay, I do poſitively averr, that the $/zvery of the 
Engliſh Nation under this uſurping Republican Fa#ion,was 
in [hens meaſure greater then that which is exerciſed by 
the Zurkiſh Sultan; for where he Conquers, he leaves the 
Vanquiſhed at intire Liberty to keep their Religion : Where- 
as when theſe Fng/i/h Turks had gotten the Viaory over 
the Xi»pg and the Royal Party ; though they tolerated all 
Se&s, Hereſies, and Schiſmaticks, yer ſo far as they could, 
they made it Unlawful and Criminal for the Loyal SubjeQs, 
to Exerciſe, even that Proteſtant Religion, which by Laws 
unrepealed, and the moſt folemn Oaths, from which they 
could not be, by any Power whatever, diſpenſed with, they 
were bound to perform : Sv that they had no Choice left, 
. but Perjury or Puniſhment. For during all the time of the 
hte Uſurpation, the whole 'Body of the Clergy, many. of 
thoſe who were the forwardeſt, even from the Pulpit to 
promote Rebellion, ſuch as Burges, Marſhal, Nye, Cafe, &c.

by to Swear and Vow the utter Extirpation of Zpiſcopa- 


cy, 
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cy, the Zitargy, and all the Ceremonies of Divige worſhir | 
which were "fabliſhed by Law , and ſecured by moſt $i. 
cred Oaths, they neceſſarily and unayoigably forced the Peo- 
ple into a manifeſt and damnablg Perjury an the. one hand 
or the other : For if they took. the Covexazr, as they com-. 
pelled all Men, fo fax as they were able, to do, all thoſe 
who indeavoured the Extirpation of Fpiſcopep and. th 
Common Prayer', Were gulty of the Breac of the Oathy 
of Allegiance and Supremacy , and if they did not indea- 
vour it, they were, by their Covenept perjured DT. 
ſworn. So that here was qptwoyky Thrauy with a Ven- 
geance, not only over the Lives, Liberties, and Eſtates ; 
but over the Souls and Conſciences of the People. of theſe 
three Nations in general ; ſuch an frbitrrary Power as the 
Devil : hamelf — not haye exceeded, ualefs in” that 
dowaright Traiterous, and Damnable Zngagemenr, which 
they atzerwards impoſed, point. blagk contrary . to the 
Oath - of [Llegiance, their Proteſtation , and the . Covenept 
too, for maineioing ; the Priviledges of Parliament, by 
which they abliged the Takers, Zo $e- 41%e. to the..Gover-,, 
ment, 4s it was then Eſtabliſhed without 4 King aud Hogſe 
of Lords. , | 

And now for their great .pretegce ,of. Ecuring the Ne- 
tion againſt Popery 3 ' what Advantage \ could, that, be ta 
the People, , after they had done..the F. {yer Tndea- 
vours .to Damn them Eternally,. :by an Univerſal Perja- 
ry? For my -part I can fee very: little: difference: in. the 
Caſe , ;whether, a, Man goes! to the Devil for Perjury or 
Popery, and I believe ſuch. of them. as have tried, will 
find it comes all to a Rgckoping. But, after. all che Noile, 
I do not; find upon the .matter. that the Natio was ever 
a whit the more ſecured [from Popery, ' but .on the .con-- 
trary, that  Popiſh Principles every i where gained. ground : 
upon the Nation, and that Priefts and: Zeſairs, inghe Drefs., 
of the ſeveral SeAs were as! bulie as. ever) and.rbat;by,: 
the very force of the Argument of gur Diviſions, and'by / 
the kind uſage of thols who were driven -.iato-Exils 
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theſe, Proteftants they made more Proſehytes in twenty 
Years, then they had done in a Hundred before. It was a 
very notable” Obſervation of Dr. Zaud, the ſuffering Arch- 


biſhop of C:zterbary, in his Speech upon the Scaffold int 


the Year 1644. 7 pray God, ( ſaid that admirable Pre- 
late, who as he there tells us, loſt his Head upon the Po- 
pular Clamour of Yenzent Romani, Y this Clamor of Veni- 
ent Romani, of which 7 have given no Cauſe, haſten not to 
bring 'them in ; Fg the Pope never had ſach a Harveſt in 
England ſince the Reformation, as he hath now upon the Setts 
and Diviſions that are among us, 


And after all, what did it agpiti to keep out one: 


Great Pope, and ketin a thouſand little ones? juft as much 
as if Be/zebub had been caſt out, and the whole Legion 
of-lefler Devils left behind 1n him that was pofſeſſed. For 
the'plain Truth is, they kevt out the Pope, but kept in 
Popery, the rankeſt and moſt nnſchievons DoQrines and 
PraQtices of the worſt of Men of that Religion. What 
DIfarians, Lilen, Suarez, and other traiterous Fe/uits had 


writ conecrning the Depoling and Murdering of Princes, 


they Atted; and from theſe Authors, they borrowed Ar- 


 guments to. juſtifie their FRebe//;ou and the blackeſt of 


Crimes. And whereas the. Papacy was by ſo: many Laws 
driven out of Zxelard for Errors'in DoArine, for Sedition, 
Rebellion, and 'Treaſon againſt the Monarchy and Govern- 
ment in Principles and' PraQtices, there was not one Er- 
ror or Hereſfie in all the Rom?ſh Religion which was Trea- 
ſonable by the: Laws, but what-was put in practice by 
theſe Pope-Haters, And'fot the -other- Erroxs of a lower 
Form, what was wanting of 7rayfubſtantiation, Purgatory, 
Maſſes, Prayers to the Szints, &c. was abundantly ſupplied 
by ten thoufand other Errors and Herefies, which were 
held, maintained, and propagated by the ſeveral SeiZs 
which were tolerated by them; under the notion of Liber- 
ty. for Tender Conſcientes; and fuch Errors as were de- 
ftructive, not only of the Reformed, but of all manner of 


Chriſtian Religion. Such as denying the Articles of the 


Creed : 
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Creed, the Divinity of Chriſt ; the Validity and Infallibili- * 
of the Scriptures ;, the Obligation of the Moral Zaw; 
the [Immortality of the Soul ; the Reſurreition of the Body, 
the Lawfulneſs of an Oath z the Neceſlity of a Prieſthood, 
Þ or Sacraments ; the DoQrrine of the 77inity, and innume- 
-S rable others which were held and maintained by the ſe- 
veral Schiſmaticks of the Nation, and preached to the de- 
luded People for ſaving Truths, whereas they were in- 
deed moſt damnable Hereſfies. Thus did they. ſecure the 
Nation from Popery, and kept out the /Yhore of Babylos, 
by letting in the Dewi of Babel, and ſetting open a hund- 
red Gates to Hell under pretence of ſtopping up one. 

Let the beſt Manager of the Fa#ion now ſhew us, where 
the Government hath ſince the firft of Queer El;z. made 
one ſingle: ſtep towards a return to Rowe, or to any other 
of thoſe damnable Errors and Herelies, which are every 
whitas dangerous to the Peace and Quiet of the Nation, 
ſ and to the well-being and happineſs of both the Souls, Bo- 

dies, 'and Societies of Mankind. | 

So that, .now to come to my Story again ; fince itdoth 

plainly appear in Fat, that the XKizy and the Govern- . 

ment have never deceived us in their Promiſes, to ſecure 

us againſt Popery and Arbitrary Power ; and that on the 
other fide, the Faiion, notwithſtanding all their fair 
 Pretences and repeated Covenants, Engagements, Yows, 

Proteitations, and Promiſes, have broken with us in eve- 

Ty one of theſe particulars, a thouſand, and a thouſand 

times over; we muſt benot only moſt ſtupidly beſotted, 
l but infatuated and bewitched, if either we believe ſuch 

notorious Deceivers any longer, or if for the future we 
do not repoſe an ablolute and intire Confidence , in the 
| Goodneſs', and Wiſdom, Juſtice, and Honour of the 
King and Government, when they give us ſuch repeated 
Affurances, and ſuch undeniable Demonſtration, that they ' 
will proteC& us in the Enjoyment of our Laws, Liberties, 


Properties, and Religion. 
| And 
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Andif we could once get clear of this Reb, which 
the Fadion have always throwa as a tumbling Block an 
the Peoples Way, we ſhould with leſs difficulty. get a- 
ver the ſecond. For if the Natics, as the wile Alder- 
man laid, were but aſſured and ſecure, end that they 
may be as much as of any thing in this World, thar un- 
der the Protection of the Government they ſhould enjoy 
their Laws, Liberty and Religion, they would then cer- 
tainly, for their own Sakes, be not only willlpg, but for- 
ward to ſupply the Crown with Mony, not only in a bare 
proportion to the neceſſity of the Charges which con- 
ſantly attend the Government, but alſo to provide ſuch 
certain Supports, as might ſecure the Crown againſt any 
incident and unforeſeen Accidents, and maintain the 
Honor and Dignity of it, ſo as to make it fit eafie upon 
the Royal Head. 

All this is certainly the Duty as well as Intereſt of the 
People, his Majeſties loving Subjects of all degrees of this 
Nation; for it is the higheſt Reaſon and Juftice in .the 
World, that a common and univerſal Good and* Benefit, 
' ſhould be promoted andadvanced at a common Charge : 
and if it be every Mans Duty and Intereft, ,as undoubted- 
ly it is, both by the Laws of God and Nature, to ſup- 
port that Government under the Proteftion whereof « 
enjoys all: It is as certainly every Mans Duty to con- 
tribute ſuch a Proportion of his Eftate, as may enable 
the Government. to give him ProteQtion. And we 
ſhould learn this Wiſdom from the Enemies of the Go- 
vernment, that if the moſt certain and expeditious way 
to Tuine and deſtroy it,be to withdraw the neceſſary ſup- 
plies; then on the contrary, the moſt certain way to 
preſerve it, is for the Nation | wg" and, in a due 
proportion to the Charges of the Government to ſupply 
the Crown and recruit the Exchequer. And fince it 15 
moſt evident that they were the mortal Enemies of the 
Kingdom, the Conſpirators in this late Fellifh, Plot, ns 
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by their Councels and Indeavours hindred the granting 
of Supplies, it is to be hoped, that hereafter, no Perſons 
will oppoſe it, who have hot a mind to be efteemed fo 
too, and to be ſuſpe&ted to be influenced by thoſe Per- 
ſons and Deſigns. 

I know it will preſemly be objeQed, that the Nativn 
is poor, and the Countries unable to raiſe Mony, 

To this, I ſhall, it may be, give a very uncommon 
Anſwer, when I reply;, that one, and pollibly one of 
the greateſt Reaſons and Occaſions of the Scarcity of 
Mony in the Country , is the not granting ſupplies of 
Mony to the Crown. And how much ſoever a Paradox 
this may at firſt view appear to be; it may be, upon 
ſecond thoughts, it may be found to be true 3 however, 
I will fairly leave it to the ſevere Conſideration of the 
moſt Judicious, and the ſtrifteft Examination of the 
moſt Scrupulous. If it be true, kt it be allowed and 
cheriſhed, if it be falſe, lt it be firſt refuted, and then 
rejeted. 

I firſt then take it for granted, that the preſent ſcarcity 
of Mony in the Country, does not ariſe from the real de- 
creaſe of Coin i» ſpecte : and on the contrary, that there 
never was greater plenty of Coin, it appears moſt evi- 
dently from the notable fall of Intereſt; for the Law al- 
lows the taking of Six per Cent. but four and a half, or 
five, is as much as is generally given, and itis incredible, 
upon good and found Security, what Sums may be had 
at four per Cent. and what Catching there is by the Scr:- 
veners, and Mony- Brokers at ſuch Cuſtomers, eſpecially 
now fince the Bankers have declined in_therr Reputation. 
Now nothing in the world canbe a greater Demonſtration 
of the Plenty of money, then this falling of /terf, and 
its plain by many other ProjeQs, as the Enfuring, Build- 
ing, and the Lumbring Deſigns, that there is a vaſt Bak 
of Mony lies nntmployed'; and yet the Vaticn never had 
a greater Trade, roemploy Mony, never more ſhipping,

never more Merchants, as will eaſily appear by com- 
paring the Cuſtom Houſe Entries, both for Importation, 
and Exportation, with what they have been in former 
Years. And if any Perſon disbelieves the Truth of fo 
well known matters of Fa&t, they muſt diſproye it, not 
only by ſaying Mony is ſcarce, but they muſt ſhew in 
Fact, by affigning how, where, and when, the Mony of 
the Nation 1s ſunk and drawn off ix ſpecie, ſo as in that 
Senſe to make the ObjeCtion true, that the Nation is 
poor, 4.e. that there is not aQually ſo much Coin in 
England now this preſent Year 1683, as there was in 
1653, when Mony, the Republicans ſay, was fo plenti- 
ful, and every thing bore a Price. For thongh all the 
Coin in Fzgl/end were aQually drawn into the City of 
London, and other trading, e pragly Maritine Towns, 
ſo that a Man could not find a Croſs in the poor Coun- 
tryman's Pocket to keep the Devil out, yet mult not the Na- 
tion be therefore ſaid to be the poorer,ſo long as the ſame 
Treaſure is aQtually in it, tho drawn into tewer Hands, 
which T take to be our preſent Caſe ; Nay, Iam of Opi. 
nion, that the 4# for free Mintage of Mony , which is 
ſo beneficial and tempting to the Merchant, has brought 
more Mony into England, then the Eſt India Trade hath 
carried out, and yet I believe there goes more Water. 
by that Mill, then the Milfer knows of. 


In the ſecond Place therefore, I take it for granted, 
that the want of due Circulation of the Mony that 
is in the Nation, is the true Reaſon of the preſent 
ſcarcity of Mony. There is more Mony in the Na- 
t0n, then the Trade of the Nation can Employ, that 
is moſt apparent: the Surpluſage lies till in private 
Banks unimployed, but ready upon Occaſion to be 
iſſued out upon Purchaſes, Mortgages, or any 0- 
ther way which ſhall offer a . conſiderable Advantage 


to the Owners. The bying {till of this Mony, together 


with 
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The Preſent Intereſt of England. be 
with the conſtant drawing up of Money out of the Country to 
theſe little banks for the fame purpoſes, ſtill drains the Coun» 
try and keeps it bare. For in effect, there is little more 
Money circulates in the 7»/and Counties of England, than 
London and the other good Towns afford them for Provi- 
ſions for the Mouth. The reſt of the /zland Trade, is upon 
the matter but barter and exchange of Commodity for 
Commodity, each Country mutually-fupplying:; themſelves 
in what they: want from the other, fo that here is ſtill part 
of the Running Caſh of the Country marching up into theſe 
little Petty-bag Offices, but ve/tig/a pauca retrorſum, no Cir- 
culation trom thence again. | 
Thirdly Therefore, I take it alſo: for granted, that what- 
ſoever will be found to give Money a greater circulation, 
will-make it more plentitull in the Natzon ; and the more 
Money does circulate, the more it will : for the Countries 
are not wanting in Commodities, but there is a want of Mo- 
ney to advance the Rates of them ; and therefore the more 
plentifull Money is, the better prices every thing gives;. for 
all Markets riſe or fall in proportion to the number 'of Buy- 
ers, and Chapmen are few or many in proportion to the 
plenty of Money which they have, and by conſequence 


therefore, till more Money does circulate, the Countryman 


will' find little of it, and but indifterent. Markets for his 


Commodities ; and till Markets are better, Rents are not 


like to riſe ; nor theſe little Ba»kers bring out their Hoards, 
till Lands riſe, and that. they ſee hopes of advantage by be-

In the laſt place, the other three being granted, w/z,: That 
there. is as great a ſtock of Money in the Nation, as ever ; 
That the want of circulation makes it ſcarce; and, That what- 
ever will. make more Money circulate, will make it more 
plentifull. I ſay; theſe being; granted to. be true in fac; as 
I cannot ſee: any. poſlibility:of difproving any one of them, 


the onely way to make more Money circulate, and by con- 
| E 


ſequence 
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ſequence, to. make it more plentifull, is by a liberal ſupply 
of the Occaſions and Expences. of the Crown and Govern- 
ment. ' l | | 

This it may be at firſt view, eſpecially among the Repul- 
licans, who cannot indure to hear of parting with Money 
to the Xing, may look like a pretty Court-projett and Para- 
dox : 'but asT am no Courtter, nor have the remoteſt de- 
perdency* upon it, fo 1 doubt not but both by Reaſon and 
Experience, fo to ſupport my Aflertion, as to make it evi- 
dent, that I am a true Countryman, not according to the Fac- 
ftrcus diſtinEtion of a Countrywman, as oppolite to a Courtier, but 
ſuch a Counzrymar, as would by ſupporting the Honour, Safe- 
ty and' Dignity of 'the Crows and iCoxrt, alſo advance and 
improve the-Intereſt of the Country, For let the Common- 
wealth fmen fay- what they will, the Court and the Country 

are not two ſeparate Intereſts ; and it will never be found 
that a Poor Exchequer made a Rich Country, 

-10And therefore: firſt in point of Reaſon. In fa& this is 
moſt evident, that the more Money the X7»g hath, the 
more Money circulates through the whole Nazzon ; and that 
except as before, what Zondon and the good Towns of Ex- 
 ghdiexpend in Proviſion. for the: Mouth, the greateſt part 
of the: Money (that runs through the Xigdow, 1s what ari- 
ſes from the Branches of the X7g's Revenue ; for the Xing's 
Money is really current Coin in all ſenſes, it does not ruſt in 
the Exchequer, it does not lic there for Purchaſes, Mortga- 
ges,. or other Bargains and Trade, but does continually if- 
1ue out again to defray the conſtant Charges and Expences 
'of the Government, and is diftributed into'a multitude of 
"Hands who' have their dependence upon the Crown, and 
theſe again iſſue it out to ſupply their own Neceſſities to 
the trading part of the Kingdom, for the Native Commo- 
 dities of the: Nation ; ſo that it runs'in a continual circle. 
. Now the Revenue manifeſtly falling ſhort of the Expences 


ef the Government, \jnſomuch., that .his Majeſty has not | 


onely 
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onely been forced 'to''retrench [his Houinoid. Ezpencew, 
which occaſioned a great conſumption. of our Native Pro- 
duction, and by conſequence the circx/atzon: of fo much 
Money into the Country, but: hath notwithilanding; been 
involved-in'a very great. Debt ;: the ſupplying the, 'Crart 
with ſuch Aids, 'as' may enable the Xing to ſet up: his: Royal 
Zables, and Diſcharge his Debts, and not be forced -to in- 
volve himſelf in new ones, as: it would be highly honoura- 
ble for the Xing and Natzou,. ſo 1t' would be'no:miore/in 
efe&, but the Xinedoms giving their Money. with. ofte 
hand 'to receive it again - With the: other , -and- the. /put- 
ting, o# ſo much -more Money to czrca/ation throughotit 
the Nation : And this again would likewiſe be abundantly 
recompenſed , both- in our Foreign: Trafith , and /Domeg- 
ſtick 7rade, as F willindeavour to-make- appear in its due 


BUY Off 2 1 13S | $33 SIE Iv 2k 
v But ſecondly, the truth of this is moſt evident as from 
Reaſon ſo from Experience, which in my opinion is an Ar- 


_giiment of the greateſt force/and ſtrength :| for many'times 


Reafon may be ſo' browght:to oppoſe: Reaſon, and the:corti- 
bat of Arguments may appear ſo-equal, as to leave the Judg- 
ment in ſuſpence to which Party it ſhould incline to yield 
the Laurel of Truth and Vittory ; but though one cannot 
poſſibly ſee! into! every minute Circumſtance and-the 'lirtle 
coneatenations of Cauſes and Effects, efpecially where the 
number of them renders itintricate,ſo as tobe able-toipe- 
netrate into the abſtruce and intangled reaſons. of. things, 
which like a ruled skain of Silk may be difficult to bi 
wourid up-to a bottom ;- yet if: conſtant Experience thews, 
thar- thus it hath always been'in/ſuchiand fuch Caſes; then 
it is a\very ſound Argument; that.thus 1 wilt be again-;\-and 
that certainly there is a true reaſon why it ſhould be ſo, 
though poſſibly it be too intricate to be drawn into a De- 
»enſtration : though tor: ty own- particular, 'this- point of 
the'circalation of Money LA Wa of, ſees m— 
Jt y' 2 cib e, 
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Cible, as to be undeniably the true foundation of the follow- 
ing Experience in matter of fact. 

We will not travel out of our Xenn in this particular, 
though we might run as high as Queen Elizabeth's golden . 
Reign, which we have been told was as plentifull in Mo- 6; 
ney as it was in Glory ; the true reaſon whereof was that 
She was. never denied any Money by her Subjetts for the 
ſupport of the Government ; though ſometimes ſhe rejected 
the Money Bills when the Golden Hook went a fiſhing for 
Royal Prerogative. But to come nearer home, it is in the 
Mouths of the Countryman and Citizen, and hath been main- 
ly improved and inſiſted upon by the Fain, to beget in 
them a good opinion of their Commonwealth Cauſe, and to 
-put them out of conceit with Xi»gly Government, That Mo- 
ney mas: wever more. plentifull in this Nation, than during the 
times of the late Uſurpation. The Fad is plain, though 

the Reaſon is not ſo. to the many ; but this will unriddle the 
Matter. For it is evident that the 'Trade of the Natzon was 
nothing fo conſiderable then as now; and the loſſes at Sea 
| Were extraordinary, it being computed'that the Nato loſt 
during the War with Spain above 300 Sail of Ships beſides 
- their Goods. But the true reaſon was this, thoſe Z/ſarpers 
raiſed what 7axes they pleaſed upon the Nation, and con- 
ſtantly above double the X7g's preſent Revenue yearly, 
and many times treble ; -and there being a neceſſity forthe 
defence of their 7/urpations to keep up great Fleets at Sea, 
and Forces at Land, the payment of theſe, and the charges 
- they were at to keep themſelves in, and the Xivg out of poſ- 
ſeſtion of theſe Xingdoms, obliged them-to iſſue out that Mo- 
'ney which came in-upon the Afeſſmengs, Exciſe, Cuſtonis, 
Crown and Church-lands, Sequeſtrations, and other Funds, 
for the defraying of their Charges ; by which means, there -- 
was double and treble the quantity of the X7»g's Revenue, 
which conſtantly circulated through the whole Nation, by 
xeaſon whereof Money was made plehtifull, and all Com 
| MOodities 
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modities bearing a conſiderable rate, Lands let at good pri- 
ces, and thoſe heavy and illegal Taxes were the leſs telt. 
And ſure. it is a very hard Caſe, that the Nation receiving 4 
benefit by it too, they ſhould be unwilling to aſſiſt their 
Lawfull Xing, ſince they could ſo tamely ſubmit to do it to 
thoſe Zſurpers. 

And to come a little nearer, let it be inſpeRed, and it 
will be found true, ſince his. Majeſty's happy Return, that 
Money was never more plentifull, nor Lands let better, 
than when by. reaſon. of the free ſupplies which the Loyal 
Long-parliament gave him, the circalation of the Crown-re- 
venue ran briskly through the Nation. And on the other 
hand, that Money hath never been ſo ſcarce within the me- 
mory of Man, as for theſe laſt ſix or ſeven years that the 
Conſpiratours of the Faction getting into the Houſe of Com- 
mons, ſtopped the Money-ſprings, according to the advice 
and project of the E. of Shaftsbury, the Engliſh Achitophel, 
whoſe deviliſh Counſel. this was; and though not in it ſelf 
treaſonable, yet was by -him, and his Zraiterows Adherents, 
deſigned as one principal Way and. Means, . to enable them 
to accompliſh their Execrable Conſpiracy, ſo miraculouſly diſ- 
covered; by. diſabling the Xi»g and his Friends, and depri- 
ving the Government of the Power to. oppoſe ithem. in caſe 
they had' proceeded: to actual Hoſtilities and Jyfſurrettions. 

And now, according to my promiſe, '-I muſt anſwer the 
obvious Objedtion which. the Gentlemen and People of better 
rank in the Nation will certainly make to. this that hath 
been faid;; they know their Rents are fallen, their Lands; 
every day thrown into. their. hands, and that they are for- 
ced, for want of Texans, to turn Farmers themſelves, and 
to ſtock and employ their own Eſtates. All this is moſt cer- 
tainly true, and I know it experimentally my ſelf. Now 
will they fay, This, would be very hard upon us, to pay 
the ſame Rates and 7axes as formerly, when our E/tates are 
leſſened a third. part of their yearly value. | 
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To this I anſwer. Firſt, that aanucting what befare hath 
been ſaid to be true, and till it is diſproved by ſtronger rea- 
ſonthanthat uponwhich itſtands, it ought to be ſo eſteemed, 
I know no way to raiſe and increaſe their Re»ts in probabi- wy 
lity like this; for upon the circulation of more Money,: it 
mult certainly be more plentitull, and all thoſe little ZZoar- 
ders and Bankers will be obliged to let ſome part of theirs 
circulate, 'who now keep it up, and Money becoming more 
plentiful, all Country Commodities will advance in their'price z 
the-riſing of Country Commodities will enable and encou- 
rape Tenants to hire Lands, and will advance their Rents : 
So that upon the matter, the Money granted to the Crows, 
15 but the beſt way of putting out ſome. part of a Man's 
Eſtate, for the improvement of the reſt ; and like' ſowing 
Snir-foin, 'or Clever, which from three or four Shillings pe? 
Acre, will raiſe the Land to double or treble the-value :- And 
if there were nothing elſe in it, the Experiment ts not ſo 
chargeable, but that-it is worth the: Nariovs trying; and I [1 
date 'prefume- to"fay, there is ſcarcely' that 'Gentleman of 
Eſtate in? England, but would upot-as ſlender Inducernents, 

- venture as great a proportion as his part of any Royal 4id 
yet granted has amounted to, for the improment of his 
Eſtate-; And at the worſt, ſhould it not ſucceed,” yet; the 
Nation has but done their duty to-the '#ing and! themſelves 
in ſupplying the Occaſions of. the'Government, 'by parting 
with ſome part'of their Eftates in order to the: ſecuring the 
Remainder from Foreign Force, - or Domeſtick ſurpers., {6 
that at moſt it is but ſo much Money to inſure the' X7ngdom 
from'the' devouring Flames of #'Civit or Foreigri War.” But be 
if it ſhould ſucceed! as T-cahnot ſee how it ear doe'etherwiſe, | 
it muſt make the Xing the greateſt- Prince; andthe Nation | 
the richeſt People in the World. DG golds (alan 
For, beſides.the advantage and ſecurity we reap by /ina- 
bling the Government ro protect us in all our juſt and legal 
Rights at home, apainſtithe'Machinatidns of Filtiow Tray. 
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tours and Commonwealthſmey , this will give extraordinary 
encouragement and countenance to our Foreign Commerce, 
which is of mighty influence to the Inland Frade, by diſ- - 
burthening the Nation of the ſurpluſage of its Native Come 
modities ; tor how deſirous ſoever any of our Covetous or 
Ambitious Neighbours may be to ſpoil our Markets,.or rob 
us of our Trade, they will difficultly be perſuaded to break 
ith us, or come to blows for it, when they; ſhall ſee the-. 
Crown of England 1 capacity, by ſtrong and powerfull 


 Fleets, to give Laws to the Oceay, and to redreſs the wrongs 


and injuries done or- offered to our Merchants, though in 
the remoteſt corners of the Earth. Nay, it is more than 
poſhble, that the- Strength, Riches and Reputation of Ex» 
land, may,thereby come to be ſo advanced, ' as to render it 
the great Emporium and Exchange of the World. F 

But ſecondly, I anſwer, that for my- own particular, 1 
am for caſing the Land-as much as is poſlible, and think. 
thoſe /mpoetions the beſt, which-grow and ariſe upon ſuch 
things | as- are, leait felt, ſuch as: the duty wpon' -Liquours,, 
where the burthen is born by ſo. many 'and 4n\ſfuch ſmall 
proportions, that-it 15 ſcarcely felt by ſingle-perſons. And 
pollibly it would not hurt the Nation, by ſome /mpoſition, 
to reſtrain the exceſſive luxurjance of buildings near the Ci= 
ties of Zondoy and 'Weſipinſter, which certainly make/'the 
Nation weak and Rikerty, and depopulate the Country; and 
by withdrawing fo many hands from Hushbandry and Ma- 
nufactures, in the ſeveral Counties of England, make Te- 
nants ſcarce and.

But thjrdly,..1 am clearly for ſetting the Saddle upon the 
right Horſe; and fince-the Diſſewers have: occaſioned more 
than-common neceſhty for the ſypporting the Crown, and. 
ſecuring the Government againſt, their Attempts, to oblige 
them, to beax the greateſt part of that Charge. We have had 
many boaſts.from them, of- late years, how confiderable they 
are for number and wealth.;. now ſince they have: by their 

ke | | repeated 
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repeated -indeavours made it viſible, that they would miſ- 
imploy their Strength and Riches, to the ſubverſion of the 
preſent Government, there is all the reaſon in the world; 'and 
their own reaſon too, when they had the power, that they 
ſhould bear the Charges, which they have created; and that 
the honeſt and Loyal Party ſhould not be obliged to ſuffer in

Freeholders and- Freemen of Exeland, as may ſpeak them 
fit tor that great Truſt and Honour. 

And therefore fr/t negatively, No ſuch Perſons as have 
been either open or ſecret favourers of the Difſeaters, and 
courted by them. Such ofall menare moſt unfit ; for it 
15 moſt certain that no good can be expected from them, 
who re imbarqued in aninterelt diametrically oppolite to 
the Church and Crown,as all the Dyſſexters in Ex2/and no- 
toriouſly are ; and it is as certain, that the Diſſerters never 
beſtow their Regards but upon ſuch as favour them, nor e. 
ver indeavour to ſet up any perſon to bea Member of the 
Commons Hoyſe, but in expectancy, and upon aſſurance 
from them, that they will be ſerviceable to their Cauſe and. 
Intereft. - i | 

Secondly, No ſuch Perſons, nor their Deſcendants as have. 

2en aQtually ingaged in the late Rebellion, who were them- 
' ſelves,or whoſe Anceſtors were poſſeſſed of any part of the 
Crown or Church Lands. For Prizciples andaverſion do 
deſcend to Poſterity ; and for thoſe who were attors in the 
War, and ſharers of the Booty, they are not tobe truſted, 
unleſs they have given eminent teſtimonies of their Repen- 
tance ; otherwiſe aſſuredly they retain the ſame Antimonar- 
chical Principles, which overthrew the Government before; 
they cannot forget the ſweetneſs of that Arbitrary Power 
which they then exerciſed, when a Coloxel or a Captain do-. 
mineer'd over a whole Conztry ; they look upon themſzlves. 
as injured in the los of thoſe: fair Eſtates, of which in the 
times of Uſ»rp:tion they were the fooliſh purchaſers and 
unjuſt poſſeſſors, and upon all theſe-accounts will not only 


da no good, but all the hurt they can,in hopes if theGovern- 


ment 
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ment were but again overturned, 'they might eome into 


their Eſtates and Power again. 

; Thirdly, No ſuch as have been buſie fticklers, agairfft 
granting Money, no Excuſioners, Aſſociators, {preaders of 
jcalouſies of the Deſignsof the Government tointroduce 
Popery,/lavery, and ſuch abominable Calumnies againſt the 
Kingand his Miniſters ; for all ſuch if they have nor been 
aQually ingaged, though it may be. ſo lecretly as to eſcape 
diſcovery, in the late Can/prracy,. yet gave . countenance 
and encouragement to the Confpirators, and though the fc- 
Eret wasnot plainly communicated to them, yet were fuch 
as the Conſpiratoys aſſured themiclves, would certainly joyn:

Fourthly, No ſuch as have been. Zealous promoters of 
branding, or Tophamizing the beſt and moſt , Loyal of his 
Maj flies SubjeGts, as betrayers of the Nation, Enemies tothe 
Kjng and Kingdom, favourcrs of Popery ; no-ſuch as have 
been promoters of real Arbitrary impriſuning and puniſhing 
ſuch of his Majeſties.good Subje&s, as in their ſeveral ſta- 
tions only did their Duty and diſcharged their Conſcrences in 
diſcountenancing. tumultuary Petzti0ning, and in oppoling 
the violent courſes and proceedings ofthe Faion, For ſuch 
Mea are very unlikely to ſecure our Liberty and Property, 
who have been ſuch notorious invaders of them, and. can 
never be true Friends tothe Crown and Government, who 
have branded the moſt Loyal Subjes, with the infamous. 
charatter of, Enemies to the Kzze, and Kingdom. 

Fifthly, None of thoſe who. have been for their being 
diſaffe&ed, pur out. of the Commiſſion of the Peace, or 
Offices in the Mzitia, os diſcarded ſrom places of Profit, 
Truft and Honour in the Government, for they will think 
revenge better than Muſcadine and Eggs, and will ſtudy 
that more than to ſerve the Publich. 

And for an even halt dozen, none of that wretched Ge. 
neration of Trimmers, thoſe Fanm-faced: Proteſtants, . thoſe 
State Orrers,, neither Fiſh nor Fleſh nor good red Herring
